Mercy Hospital Officials 
reported today that it’s $8 
million dollar new construc- 
tion and renovation project 
is presently “right on sche- 
dule”. Area residents pass- 
ing by will note that the 
facility is rapidly taking ona 
new appearance. 

Closing in of the structure, 
according to hospital sour- 
ces. should begin this week 
as metal studs and frame- 
work are welded into place 
on plates molded into the 
concrete. Sheeting will soon 
follow and the huge addition 
will then take on the appear- 
ance of a new building. 

“As the work progresses 
on the outside,” Al Schou, 
Project Manager. stated. 
“workmen will be installing 
plumbing and mechanical 
systems throughout the in- 
side of the structure.” In 
outlining the building sche- 
dule. Shou continued, “it’s 
important that work contin- 
ues in its proper sequence, 
and we hope the weather will 
cooperate.” 

An important phase of the 
hospita! construction, now 
continuing. is the addition of 
a new boiler room/power 
house structure. Two anew 
boilers, making a total of 
four, will provide heat for the 
entire hospital upon comple- 
tion. In addition. a new, 
heavier capacity generator 
designed for providing emer- 
gency power wil! also be 
installed. 

“The new addition will be 
coated with brick,” stated 
Schou. “and that type ot 
work will start in the spring. 
Work on the inside will be 
stepped up when the build- 
ing becomes enclosed and 
heating is made available for 
construction employees."

Canoe Permit System Tried On 
The Pine River During 1978

The U.S. Forest service managed a canoe 
permit system on the Pine River which flows 
through the Manistee National Forest 
during the 1978 season. The forest service 
conducted a hearing Saturday, December 2 
in the dr. High School in Cadillac. The 
purpose of the hearing was to give the 
people attending their evaluation and to 
hear others. 

William Spinner, U.S. Forest Service ex- 
plained how the program worked. He said 
that the canoe use on the Pine had 
increased 10-fold since 1966. The permit 
sysiem was initiated for a one year trial 
basis. The Forest Service could do it 
because much of the land adjacent to the 
river is part of ihe Manistee National Foresi. 
They had jurisdiction over most of the 


had voluntarily been holding down ine 
number of canoes that they launched. This 
number kept increasing and it wasn't fair to 
the local canoe liveries. 

Spinner said permits were issued. Each 
canoe livery was issued a number of permits 
based on the number of canoes they had 
been launching. The liveries issued these to 
their customers. Private canoe users ob- 
tained theirs from the forest service permit 
station. They could also make reservations 
for their permits. 

Spinner said the actual count showed the 
canoe traffic to be down by aboul 40%. He

problems. He couldn't explain why this was 
happening, however. He also observed less 
litter. 

David Pearson, representing the “Kalama- 
zoo Downstreamer”, said they gave up 
canoeing the Pine River because it was too 
crowded. They did make reservations and 
canoed it over Labor Day. They tiked 
canoeing as there were fewer canoes and 
praised the U.S. Forest Service for their 
efforts. 

Three people representing property own- 
ers and fishing interests indicated that the 
program didn't limit the canoe numbers 
enough. They didn’t notice any reduction in 
canoe traffic nor in the amount of 
rowdyism. They suggested the program go 
further in having one or two days a week 
with no canoes. They suggested time 
zoning where no canoes would be launched 
i h, 


ang 


Horina, owne oe 
iivery said he was speaking for the rest of 
the six canoe liveries when he praised the 
U.S. Forest Service for their program. He 
thought it should, be operated for at least 2 
more years as to give it a fair chance. he 
indicated that a day a week with no 
canoeing would not be acceptable to the 
canoe livery operators. 

There was no indication from the U.S. 
Forest Service whether or not they would 
continue the program another year. They 
conducted it on a trial basis. Spinner 
indicated they would like to have the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
take over in the future.

Revelatlon 22:17 

Sandwiched between the Pre- 
sentation of the Bible to the 
churches in verse 16 and the 
preservation of the Bible by the 
churches in verses 18 and 19, is 
the great prociamation of the 
Bible by the churches in verse 
17. "And the Spirit and the bride 
say. Come. And let him that 
heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And 
whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely.” 

The bride of Christ is the 
church. Read Ephesians 5:21-32 
if you have any doubts of this.

Weinheimer, who is a 
member of the Governor's

He expressed his concern 
about certain interpretations 
of the Headlee proposal in 
draft legislation prepared by 
Miller's office. 

“We read Headlee as re- 
quiring full funding of all 
new and/or expanded acti- 
vities mandated by statute. 
cule. or other state directive. 
Thus any rule promulgated 
after December 22, 1978 
could fall within the scope of 
Section 29 of Headlee, re- 
gardless of when the enabl- 
ing statute for the rule was 
enacted. The definition of 
‘state directive’ in your pro- 
posed draft does not con- 
form with this requirement 
of Headlee. Under your draft, 
costly new special education 
rules, for example. would 
not be funded. We strongly 
disagree with that interpre- 
tation,” Weinheimer said. 

in regard to federal man- 
dates. he added. “If the state 
has a choice under federai 
to 
impose any new or expanded 
requirements upon local un- 
its. then any mandate result- 
ing therefrom is in reatity a 
state mandate for which 
Headlee requires state fund- 
ing. Weinheimer warned. 
"To the extent that the state 
does not meet its full obli- 
gation, the local taxpayer is 
forced to suffer.”

Among the surprises in the recent 
election—and there were many  sur- 
ptises rendered by the voters—the 
defeat of veteran Congressman Elford 
A. Cederberg of Michigan's 10th District 
ranks near the top hereabouts. 

Republican Cederberg, from Midland, 
was defeated by farmer Donald Albosta, 
who also had challenged Cederberg two 
years earlier. Democrat Albosta poured 
Plenty of his own money into his 
campaign, but still surprised most 
knowledgeable political observers for 
what must truly be called an upset 
victory. After all, Cederberg had been in 
Congress 26 years, and was No. 1 
Republican on the powerful Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

One of those surprised by Albost’s 
win was Gederberg. Ina recent letter-to- 
constituents, Cederberg confessed his 
wonderment: 

“| have received many letters and 
telephone calls, including many from 
my Democratic as weil as Republican 
colleagues, perplexed as to how | was 
defeated just at a time when | had 
reached the top position on the 
Appropriations Committee where | was 
of greater service than ever before to the 
10th District and the State of Michigan,” 
Cederberg wrote. 

“Yet, in retrospect, it would seem this 
one factor was either never understood 
by many af the people, or mistakenly 
considered to be of little importance. - 
on the head. t ‘would guess ‘that very few 
people did appreciate the fact that 
through seniority, he had worked his 
way up to the envied spot as top 
Republican on the House committee 
which handles the nation’s budget, and 
didn't understand the power it comands 
within congressional walls. Among 
other things, if Republicans ever won 
control of the House, Cederberg would 
be in charge of much of the nation’s 
purse sirings—that is, if ne hadn't lost 
the election. 

To Cederberg and to congressional 
insiders, dumping the top Republican 
on one of the major congressional

committees doesn’t make sense. It 
takes years—26 of them, in this 
case—to work your way up the seniority 
ijadder to a top congressional power 
post. And it’s all gone in one upset at 
the polls. 

The dilemma to Cederberg points up 
one of my favorite themes about 
Congress and Washington. It seems to 
me that those who have been involved in 
Washington for a long time—in Con- 
gress, in the executive bureaucracy, and 
especially in the press corps—frequent- 
ly lose sight of the world beyond the 
Potomac. They suffer from political 
myopia. 

Too often, to these Washington 
oldtimers, everything that goes on in 
Washington is vital, and nothing that 
happens anywhere else in the country is 
of much. significance. 
myopia comes from the fact that the 
media centers in Washington and New 
York control the flow of information to 
the country; thus, if it doesn’t play in 
the capital, it matters little. The 10th 
District of Michigan is light years 
removed from the nerve center of the 
world—Washington, D.C. 

Somehow this year, a majority of 
voters in the 10th district decided 
Cederberg has been in office too jong, 
and it's time to try Albosta. They didn't 
KnOw—vi Uidi'i care—tnhai they were 
duimiping one of the top power figures in 
the congressional scheme when they 
turned down Cederberg. 

Things such as the Appropriations 
Committee that are of such vital 
significance to implanted Washing- 
tonians sometimes don’t mean too 
much out in the hustings. That't one 
thing that happened to Al Cederberg 
this year. 

Being a big shot in the Washington 
setup is not enough by itself to assure 
continued voter support. Office holders 
can never rest on their already-won 
laurels. 

That’s one of the essential safety 
mechanisms required by our elective 
system.

Dear Eleanor and Carl, 

How do | begin to thank you 
for the opportunity of sharing 
not Only your lovely cottage, but 
the hard to describe primitive 
pristine beauty we found fishing 
streams late in the evening and 
at dawns early light? I'l! try to 
give you a taste of our adven- 
tures. Adam set the clock for 
5:30 A.M. Night was still in 
command of the skies. Dressed 
by the light from the bathroom, 
we nad cold hard boiled eggs 
{cooked last night to save time 
now) sugar donuts from the 
Bakery and a large glass of 
milk. We stood af the kitchen 
sink SO as not to make a mess 
or unnecessary noise. Out of 
the house by 6:00 we moved like 


ubber astronauts. We 


learned lesson number 1, put 
your waders on after you arrive 
at the fishing site! Driving is a 
wee Dit clumsy olherwise. We 
could see our breath in the crisp 
morning air. The car was a big 
black shadow and trying to find 
the lock, then get the key in the 
door made us giggle. Ihe car 
fights cut into the darkness and 
the motor purred to life as we 
eased out the drive and turned 
on to the lane. Morning fog lay 
in peavy patches. Out on the 
highway we passed a couple of 
cars going into town but 
otherwise we were the only 
ones going anywhere. There 
was a mere suggestion of 
lavender pink in the sky as we 
turned off 72 to go south to 
Yellow Trees canoe landing. 
The drifting fog made sure we 
drove very slowly as the head- 
light ilumination bounced back 
at us and cut visibility to just a 
few feet in some places. We had 
the windows down and were 
looking along the sides of the 
toad as a guide, we saw a large 
porcupine just at the roadside 
and stopped. He didn't run off. 
after all this was his woods and 
why should he move! But in a 
couple of minutes he decided 
he didn't like the smell of the 
catalytic converter or to be 
Stared at and began to move off 
into the underbrush. Moving on 
slowly Gown the sandy road the 
car lights picked out two bright 
eyes near a large tree.

put up the windows and turned 
on the air conditioner, but | 
really needed a good spray of 
Lemon Pledge or something. 
That must have been some 
arguement and I'll bet money 
that the skunk won! 

Early dawn was lighting up 
the woods now as i switched off 
the engine at Yellow Trees. 
There was just enough light to 
discern grassy banks from 
babbling brook. Armed with our 
fly rods, extra flys, extra 
leaders, a knife, plyers, band- 
alds and safety pins (Oh 
mother, what for 297) we 
waddied into the cold dark 
stream. There was an unusual 
glare on the surface and tt was 
hard to see more than a foot or 
two in front of you. The sun was 
not coming thru the trees yet 
just an all over semi-light and 
dark shadows along the banks. 
Now we had been here in the 
bright sunshine before so we 
knew there were deep holes to 
{ook out for, and that made our 
progress slow down to a careful 
one-step-at-a-time. Don bought 
me nylon and rubber waders the 
night before we left (they were 
out of his size in all of Detroit, 
Royal Oak, Birmingham and 
Grayling---that is why he is back 
at the cottage asleep in a nice 
warm bed) and with all the 
clothes | had on like wool 
socks, long johns, blue jeans, 
tee shin, plaid shirt and a heavy 
winter sweater plus a fishing 
hat | expected to be warm. “Not 
SO”, said the Manistee River! | 
had no idea the pressure of the 
moving stream grabbed your 
legs and body so tight. The 
waders fit like a straight jacket, 
( felt | was standing in a meat 
freezer but | was too excited to 
get out and anyway Adam was 
already moving out and casting 
his fly rod, sending his fly past 
my head | let him aot about 100 
feet ahead of me and then | to 
let my rod and fly take to the air. 
Guess who caught the first 
fish? And guess who had an 
“Come and see what } got.” 
can't begin to tell you nat 
Adams face looked like. His 
eyes were bugged out wide, 
they were moist, he was smiling 
and trembling all over. In his 
hand was the most beautiful 
rainbow trout | had ever seen. 
The colors could only have been 
painted by God. This Dear 
Friends set the tone for the rest 
of the day. Only now with this 
wiggling shimmering creature 


in Adams hand was i aware of 


the ribbons of early marning 
sun cutting thru the tall pines 
and outlining stream, fish and 
hoy in a golden glow. In a 
hushed voice | heard him say, 
“Nothing this beautiful should 
ever die." Then ever so gently he 
returned this 12 inches of happy 
leaping fish back to the cold 
waters. My heart was bursting 
with pride and love, this child 
had grown-up a bit right before 
my eyes. 

Warmed now by an_ inner 
glow, and the sunshine, the 
whole world seemed to be in 
tune and waking uo. Birds were 
singing, bugs churping, a few 
fish jumping and Insects start- 
ing to stir over the water. At first 
we thought we had waiked into 
a nest of something awful. We 
really considered getting out of 
the stream when suddenly | 
remembered all | had read and 
heard about, this was a morning 
“Hatch”. Now to the experien- 
ced fisherman this must be a 
thrilling site, but to us first 
timers it was frightening and 
ausume indeed. The little insect 
population exploded into mil- 
lions and the fish were going 
beserk. At first it was funny, the 
fish jumped there-cast there- 
caught same. Fish jumped here- 
cast here-caught same. But 
then they were jumping every- 
where, it was like a performance 
of a fish ballet, and a site we'll 
always remember forever! At 
one point Adams fly had been 
bitten so many times it fiew off 
into the bush with one of his 
casts. So he perched on a 
stream-side stump and got out 
his equipment and was trying to 
put a new fly on his shortened 
leader. The scene around him 
was funny, only someone who 
had fished could understand it. 
The low cloud of insects 
buzzing around him seemed to 
attract the fich evan more, thoy 
looked like they were jumpina 
to see what this funny-kid was 
doing. Hey kid look at me! Hey 
kid I'm bigger-iook al me! Hey 
over here kid! Come-on kid try 
and catch me! ! got to laughing 
and so did Adam, now he is 
having trouble geiting the leader 
thru the little eye of the fly as 
you need a steady hand and no 
giggling. We counted over 30 
leaping around him, all anxious 
to Iry his fly or just tease him by 
showing off. Most of them were 
speckled brown trout with beau- 
tiful brown and orange spots on 
their golden bodies.

We had walked 
well over a mile down stream 
and had waved our rods until 
our arms ached, the fish were 
not jumping like they had been 
so we decided to start back 
up-stream.

1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, 

ordered that for a period of five years beginning January 

1, 1979, no nercon shail take or attamnt to take any 

species of trout or salmon from any of the waters of this 

state except by hook and line during the open seasons 
prescribed, and within the minimum size limits and 
maximum possession limits indicated below. 

: Statewide open seasons on all steams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 [longer on waters 
designated by the Director for extended fishing under 
Act 165] on ail trout and salmon. Statewide open 
seasons on all other inland lakes and the Great Lakes 
shall be any time for all trout and salmon. Size limits 
shall be 8 inches on Lower Peninsula streams, 7 inches 
on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches oi: jakes. 
The daily limit for trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly 
or in combination but no more than 3 lake trout or 
splake. 

An additional 5 brook or brown trout may be taken 
from streams from the last Saturday in Apri! through 
September 39 only.

Landowners - who own 
woodlots of ten (10) acres or

Conservation Service (ASCS). 
The FIP program of timber

He 
further explained how the 
program works, “any inter- 
ested woodiot owner should 
file an application with our 
office and we will have the 
local Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources forest- 
er visit the woods to deter- 
mine if it qualifies for the 
program and what steps are 
needed for proper manage- 
ment. The torester will also 
estimate the cost to improve 
the woodlot. Once the land- 
owner has completed the im- 
provement project. ASCS 
will reimburse them 75% of 
the eligible cost as deter- 
mined by the forester. Unlike 
many government programs 
that appear too good to be 
true, the FIP program has 
adequate funding to service 
all anticipated requests.” 
Biuhm commented; “We've 
never turned down an eligi- 
ble request because of lack 
of finde. If anything, 
have a lack of requests for 
the FIP program. Our forests 
are becoming more impor- 
tant and more valuable each 
year and the smart landowna- 
er realizes this and then 
looks for ways to increase 
the value of his timber. The 
Forestry Incentives Program 
is just such a tool.”
